The offsetter is especially de­ 
signed for new spapers printed 
by the offset process. It was 
perfected by the Com pugraphic 
Corporation for use by 
the 
A ssociated P re ss and its m em ­ 
ber new spapers. 
The purpose of the m achine 
is speed and by elim inating 
m echanical steps an AP story 
can appear in the 
new spaper 
within 15 
minutes after it is 
received. Unlike the teletype 
se iv ic e , which it replaced the 
O ffsetter produces copy ready 
to be pasted 
on the page and 
photographed 
without further 
handling. 
Previously, the 
Standard's

This was 
one of the more important achievements of our 
time. 
Trees are an essential part of our 
economy, of our living standards, of just about 
everything that makes for an advanced civiliza­ 
tion. 
One could hardly conceive of a nation 
such as ours without forest resources. 
Yet, not so very long ago, that danger ap­ 
peared. 
It had once seemed that our forests 
were lim itless. 
All that Kad to be done was to 
cut and move on to new stands. Then, finally, 
it was seen that the forests were going, and 
there would be a time when they would be 
entirely gone unless something unprecedented 
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The answer was the tree farm. 
Its purpose 
is to assure a perpetual supply of timber. 
That purpose has been realized. 
The growth 
of new trees, planted and nurtured and pro­ 
tected on the farm s, now actually exceeds the 
cut. 
It is, in many ways, a unique business. The 
tree farm er must constantly fight the natural 
enemies of forests - fire, disease, and in­ 
sects. 
He must build roads and employ labor. 
He must pay taxes. Yet, depending on varieties 
and areas, the crop may not be ready for m ar­ 
ket for a great many years - more than 
a 
century in some cases. 
Fortunately, government has recognized this 
unique situation as 
a general 
rule. It 
has 
established tax systems for the tree farm er 
which encourage him to continue his work and 
give him a reasonable chance for a fair profit 
when the far-off marketing time arrives. And 
the nation benefits from such wise and fore­ 
sighted taxing policies.

However, if her husband is an 
ambassador she is worth more 
—not because she works longer 
hours or fulfills more roles, but 
because the extra job she does 
assume pays more. 
These conclusions are drawn 
in an article appearing in the 
first edition of Envoy, a new 
monthly magazine published in 
New York for the diplomatic 
and consular community. 
Envoy enlisted the aid of Met­ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
economists, the Chase Manhat­

DISTRICT OR DISTRICT VOT­ 
ING 
Need 
for Reform 
of 
the 
archaic 
system by which the 
United States names its Presi­ 
dent is generally 
admitted. 
Some 
advocates of 
Reform 
favor a constitutional amend­ 
ment abolishing the Electoral 
College and providing for the 
election of the President and 
Vice President by a majority 
of the total popular vote. Other 
students of the problem 
see 
much greater merit in CON- 
DIRP, the congressional Dis­ 
trict Reform Plan. 
Direct voting would do little 
to reduce the power of 
the 
political machines in mid-city 
sections of large metropolitan 
areas. It would promote the 
growth of small splinter polit­ 
ical parties, 
causing frequent 
run-off 
elections. 
And with 
direct 
elections, the 
states 
would no longer be ‘ ‘Electoral 
entities” in choosing the Pres­ 
ident. This would be a serious 
blow to our Republic, striking 
down one of the 
basic tenets 
of the 
Founders of Freedom 
in our Republic. 
CONDIRP offers none of these 
disadvantages. This is the plan 
under which every voter would 
vote for an elector from his 
Congressional District and two 
electors from the state at large. 
No longer would a candidate for 
President get all the electoral 
votes of a state 
simply by 
virtue of having some votes - 
and it could conceivably be just 
one vote - more than his near­ 
est 
rival. 
The voting power 
of every American would be 
equal to that of every other vo­ 
ter. 
Congress at this session can 
approve for submission to the 
states, a constitutional amend­ 
ment that would put this fair 
and 
equitable 
method 
of 
electing our President and Vice 
President into effect as soon as 
enough states ratified it. HLH. 
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chaufer, the study said. 
Her highest salaried roles are 
dietitian, seamstress and cook 
at $2.50 an hour each.

The least-valued woman in 
the survey was the diplomatic 
attacne’s wife. Assigned a host­ 
ess salary of only $2.15 an hour 
and deprived of the payrolls of 
dishwasher, 
laundress 
and 
seamstress, 
she would earn 
only $8,000 a year for 94.5 
hours a week. 
The survey noted that educa­ 
tion, common sense, and discre­ 
tion were among the less finan­ 
cially measureable, but vital at­ 
tributes of any wife. 


WASHINGTON - No one 
is 
likely 
to admit it officially, 
but American special forces 
are now venturing intoLaosand 
even North Vietnam itself to spy 
upon the Communist infiltra­ 
tion routes. 
The Americans 
are Guer­ 
rilla 
specialists 
who speak 
the 
Vietnamese language and 
are 
at home in the jungle. 
Their 
chief function is 
to 
radio information about enemy 
movements to command posts, 
which in turn direct our planes 
where to strike. 
Sometimes jets, already 
in 
the air over Vietnam, will hit 
a target within minutes after 
special 
forces have spotted 
it. 
The chief object of this sec­ 
ret surveillance is the famous 
Ho Chi Minh trail, which is 
actually a 
network of jungles 
trails 
running from 
North 
Vietnam, through Laos, into 
South Vietnam. Some trails are 
footpaths; 
others are 
wide 
enough to handle trucks 
and 
tanks. 
The American 
infiltrators 
have reported eveything from 
elephants to bicycles hauling 
weapons through the jungle. 
Thousands 
of coolies, carry­ 
ing packs on their backs 
or 
balancing bundles on the ends 
of bamboo poles, move like ants 
down the trails. 
Heavier 
equipment is dis­ 
mantled and hauled in parts on 
bicycles, which have been con­ 
verted into one • man cargo 
carriers. Rockets and heavy 
artillery are lashed 
to the 
backs of animals 
or loaded 
upon trucks. The Viet 
Cong 
have learned to space their 
trucks a mile apart, so the 
planes can never catch a con­ 
voy lined up like ducks. 
UNRELIABLE SPIES 
At first, the Central Intelli­ 
gence 
Agency hired Laotians 
and Vietnamese to spy upon 
the Ho Chi Minh trail. All too 
often, they took 
the CIA’s 
money, then disappeared, pre­ 
sumably to spend it. What radio 
reports were received from In­ 
side Laos and North Vietnam 
weren’t always accurate. 
As a result, the army and 
CIA started putting 
Ameri­ 
cans 
In charge of the recon-

naissance 
teams. Sometimes 
they are hopped into North Viet­ 
nam by helicopter; sometimes 
they parachute into enemy ter­ 
ritory. 
They have been called the 
“Gray Ghosts,” because some 
have worn gray uniforms, or 
the “ Black Paratroopers’* be­ 
cause of their black parachutes. 
They are most 
active 
at 
night when the infiltration traf­ 
fic is also heaviest. Vice Pres­ 
ident 
Hubert Humphrey 
has 
argued 
inside 
the policy 
councils that the United States 
should send Guerrilla teams 
into North Vietnam on com­ 
mando raids, thus giving them 
a taste of their own Viet Cong 
medicine. Up to now, however, 
the special forces teams are 
sent into enemy territory to 
spy; they engage 
in virtually 
no sabotage operations. 
The Communists are fully 
aware of their presence, 
of 
course, 
so there is no mili­ 
tary reason for all the secrecy. 
ALIENATING 
NEGRO VOTE 
At a time when Adam Clayton 
Powell and the Rev. Martin 
Luther King are calling upon 
Negroes to leave the Demo­ 
cratic 
party, Rep. Mike Kir- 
wan, the grizzled and grumpy 
chairman of the committee for 
re-election of Democratic con­ 
gressman, gave them added rea­ 
son to defect by excluding them 
from recognition 
at 
the 
sumptuous fund • raising dinner 
last week. 
Negroes 
were permitted to 
buy tickets to the dinner and 
listen to President 
Johnson 
orate. But that was about all. 
The long 
list 
of planners 
printed on the dinner program 
didn’t contain a single Negro 
name. 
„ Rep. William Dawson, D-H1., 
the venerable Negro leader, 
happens to be vice chairman of 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee and Secretary of the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
Campaign Committee. Yet he 
wasn’t so much as consulted 
about the dinner. 
Dawson 
paid his $250 and 
took his seat with the Illinois 
delegation. But he was com­ 
pletely ignored at the dinner. 
Other Negroes 
in congress 
got the same brush • off. 


It was a different 
story in 
1948 when the party was flat 
broke and needed money for 
Harry Truman’s 
Presidential 
campaign. Dawson raised hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
among 
Negroes to keep 
Truman in the White House. 
Again, in the 1960 
Presi­ 
dential election, Dawson 
de­ 
livered 
enough Negro votes 
in Chicago to nose out Rich­ 
ard Nixon in Illinois 
and 
clinch 
the victory for John 
Kennedy. 


The reason Kirwan squeezed 
Dawson out of the 
dinner ar­ 
rangements, according to in­ 
siders, is that Kirwan doesn’t 
like to dilute his power in the 
party. The proceeds from these 
fund • raising affairs 
are 
poured each year into 
his 
Democratic campaign commit­ 
tee to reelect Democratic con­ 
gressmen. If Kirwan likes them, 
he gives them generous cam­ 
paign iUnds. If he doesn’t like 
them, or if they vote against 
the $3 million “ Kirwan Ditch” 
to 
connect Youngstown with 
Pittsburgh via canal, then they 
get meager funds. 
It's 
one • man committee 
rule in its most flagrant form, 
illustrating one of the greatest 
defects of the present congres­ 
sional system. You can under­ 
stand why Kirwan doesn’t want 
to share his power with any 
other congressman, white 
or 
Negro.

called Harry Bridges and rec­ 
ognize him for the revolutionist 
he was 
on the Pacific water­ 
fronts. The generations 
are 
passing 
him by. But he’s still 
American 
labor's 
toughest 
champion 
of the Communist 
world. 
For 
30 
years now he has 
been reelected president of the 
Pacific dockwallopers, the In­ 
ternational 
Longshoremen’s 
and 
Warehouseman’s 
Union. 
And he's still doing business at 
the old political 
stand - but 
with 
startlingly respectable 
customers. 
He has 
strong 
friends in 
Congress these days 
though 
he is pressuring the State Dept, 
to permit him to fly to Peking, 
China, dispatch union delega­ 
tions to the Chinese mainland 
and send union groups to North 
Korea and to Hanoi. 
He wants 
recognition 
of 
Communist China, now. 
He 
wants trade with Mao's land, 
now. He wants Peking and not 
Taipei in the United Nations and 
its Security Council, now. 
’Arry, as his needlers love 
to call him, does not trumpet 
across the nation nor whip up 
waterfronts, as he used to in 
bloodier days. So he might have 
escaped a 
traveler's notice

closed.

This speech 
and the presence of a Republi­ 
can senator at this recent con­ 
vention proves that there are 
no ideological political parties 
In the U. S.

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About Our Schools 
By Lynn Twitty 


“ Education must be our top 
domestic priority. We must pay 
for it out of predictable future 
economic growth,” 
so said 
Representative James Scheuer, 
a member of the House Educa­ 
tion Committee in the Federal 
Congress. 
Mr. Scheuer said there are 
16 million children in the nation 
“For whom our educational sys­ 
tem is part of the prison of 
poverty, joblessness, 
depen­ 
dence and despair instead of 
the gateway to a full, rich life 
of comfort, independence and 
self • esteem that we can make 
it if we will." 
He went on to say that 
we 
must make a national commit­ 
ment of approximately $80 bil­ 
lion tor education over the next 
tour years. The kind of educa­ 
tion which these times demand 
will cost approximately $1200 
per child per year. Currently, 
we are spending only in the 
neighborhood 
of $550 
per 
child on the average and much 
below this in the poorer schools. 
We would imagine that with 
the dollar demand of the war in 
Vietnam, little will happen to­ 
ward meeting Representative 
Scheuer’s 
recommendations. 
This is unfortunate, as, in the 
long run, our nation is only as 
strong 
or as great as is the 
quality of education which we 
are willing 
to support for 
our children. 


• • • • « 
In the last decade, Driver 
Education in the high schools 
and colleges has steadily in­ 
creased and during last school 
year, more than 1.5 million 
students completed courses in 
this subject. However, we are 
still reaching only half of the 
students who reach driving age 
each year. 
There is some question as to 
the value of Driver Educa­ 
tion, yet most studies indicate 
that Drivers Education courses 
generally have better 
safety 
records than do those not get­ 
ting this training. Many 
in­ 
surance companies allow a ten 
to fifteen per cent 
reduction 
in premiums for school-trained 
drivers. 
Presently, like the national 
average, about half of 
our 
Sikeston schools student body 
who reach driving age take the 
course. It is given after school, 
on Saturdays and during the 
summer vacation. The fee of 
$10 per student, doubtless pre­ 
vents some from taking 
the 
course. However, 
this 
fee 
covers only from one - fourth 
to one • third of the costs to 
the school. Here again, the 
availability of money and time 
is a 
toctor. If the courses 
were taught during the regular 
school day and if it were free 
to the student, we are sure that 
most students wouldtakeDriver 
Education. But to include it as a 
class during the day would pre­ 
vent the student from taking 
some other course. 
This must be a matter 
of 
establishing values. Is it bet­ 
ter to give a student a voca­ 
tional course that will enable 
him to get a job where 
he 
can later 
make the money 
whereby he can afford to buy a 
car, or to eliminate the voca­ 
tional course, 
teach him to 
drive a car which he may never 
be able to afford? This may be 
a rather tor fetched analogy but 
at least it presents some of the 
problems which we must toce in 
making 
decisions in what is 
Important to our children and 
youth. 
We 
suspect 
that 
most 
youngsters who want to 
take 
Driver Education could, if they 
wish, devote after school, Sat* 
urday or summer vacation time 
to the training program which 
la available. 


We further doubt that the me­ 
chanics of merely learning to 
physically drive a car is half 
as important as the mental at­ 
titude which must 
instilled 
in the driver. This can 
be 
learned not only in Driver Edu­ 
cation courses, but in 
many 
other ways. Most of us do not 
drive nearly as well, in rela­ 
tion to safety and good judg­ 
ment, as we know how to do.

portunity Corporation, head­ 
quartered at Portagevilie. 
If 
we get the “ go ahead", 
enrollment dates and other de­ 
tails will be provided. 
We hope that the 
obstacles 
which now seem to cast some 
doubt as to 
whether or not 
Head 
Start will be operated 
are removed. We believe that 
Head Start 
is one of the good 
programs possible under OEO. 
We have our doubts about some 
of the others. We further be­ 
lieve that all of them having 
to do with any aspect of edu­ 
cation 
could 
be 
better 
operated by the regularly or­ 
ganized 
public or private 
schools. We don’t think it would 
make much sense to go to a tele­ 
vision repairman to have our 
tonsils removed 
nor to take 
our television set to the doc­ 
tor 
for repairs. It makes 
just about as much sense to put 
a school program in the hands 
of those people who have had 
no training in education.

peopled

land in the Aegean Sea — with 
skillful workers in metal who

Their skills culminated 
in the Sixth Wonder 
of the 
World. 
The colossal bronze statue 
of Apollo (Helios,

God) •• about the size of our 
Statue of Liberty - was the 
work of a 
native sculptor, 
Chares, who 
reportedly la­ 
bored for 12 years before com­ 
pleting it in 280 B.C. It was 
erected at the northern end of 
the island, at the entrance to the 
main harbor.

Caves in Missouri 


JEFFERSON CITY - Millions 
of years before man made his 
appearance 
on earth in fact, 
before the time the gigantic 
pre • historic dinosaurs roamed 
the world, 
nature 
in 
her 
methodical, ceaseless manner 
was 
carving 
underground 
caverns in Missouri. They were 
destined to become numbered 
among the world’s most beau­ 
tiful wonders. 
To many people, Missouri is 
known as the Cave State of the 


than 2^000 
caves are 
now 
mapped and more are being, 
recorded each year. Authori­ 
ties in cave lore say that new' 
caverns will be found in the 
state into the 21st century, and 
the entire number may never 
be discovered. 
Visiting caves has become 
one of the traveling public’s 
most outstanding adventures. 
Last year, Missouri commer­ 
cial 
cave operators 
enter­ 
tained more than 2 - million 
visitors 
and that recorded is 
expected to be broken in 1967, 
as the operators have extended 
themselves in improving their 
attractions. At one cave, as 
an example, more than $20,- 
000 has been spent to build a 
welcome center and gift shop. 
The vast network of under­ 
ground caverns to be found in 
Missouri fall into two cate­ 
gories, the “wild cave” and 
the 
“ commercial cave.” The 
name “wild cave” is applied 
to those that have been ex­ 
plored to some extent, if not 
entirely. They have no lights, 
walkways, elaborate entrances 
or guided tours and are not in­ 
spected for safety nor adver­ 
tised or operated commercial­ 
ly*In recent years a new name, 
“Spelunkers,” has come into 
common use in the American 
(English) 
language. 
The 
spelunker, derived from speleo­ 
logy or the science of caves, 
is a cave explorer. He or she 
enjoys exploring dark and for­ 
bidden subterranean passages, 
miles 
of which exist in Mis­ 
souri to beckon the daring. How­ 
ever, the exploits of the spe­ 
lunker have contributed much 
to the fact that Missouri now 
has the largest number of com­ 
mercial caves in the nation. The 
spélunker is a strange breed 
of 
man. He neither seeks, 
nor seemingly wants,publicity. 
His greatest thrill comes from 
the fact that often he may find a 
lost underground passageway 
never before entered or seen 
by man. 
Operators of the 26 commer­ 
cial caves in Missouri 
con­ 
tribute much to the State’s repu­ 
tation of being the “ Family Va- 
cationland 
of the 
Nation.” 
Caves attract families, school 
class 
groups, honeymooning 
couples and regardless of age, 
a cave visit offers a thrilling 
experience to even the most 
seasoned traveler. 
All commercial 
caves 
in 
Missouri are Inspected once 
each year by the Bureau of 
Mine 
Inspectors, 
as 
re­ 
quired by law. They are lighted, 
have walkways, some have tran­ 
sportation systems, and each 
features some unique attrac­ 
tion giving myth to the state­ 
ment 
“once you have seen one 
cave, you have seen them all.” 
Most of the state’s caves, both 
commercial and wild, 
are 
found in the southern 
half. 


which is generally referred to 
as the 
Ozark 
plateau 
or 
dome. However, the entire state 
is underlain by limestone and 
dolomite formations in which 
ground water dissolves 
out 
caves. So, the area north of 
the Missouri River which is 
generally covered by materials 
deposited by the great glaciers 
contains a vast number 
of 
caverns. This lends proof to 
the belief that some of them 
will never be discovered 
or 
explored. 
One of the most popular caves 
to be found anywhere 
in 
the world, and one made fam­ 
ous 
by the world renowned 
writer, Mark Twain, lies in 
the northern part of the state 
near Hannibal. Millions have 
read the “Adventures of Tom 
Sawyer,” and thrilled at his 
experiences in the cave along 
with Indian Joe, Becky Thatcher 
and Huck Finn. The cave to­ 
day attracts thousands of visi­ 
tors 
each year and is open 
to the public and 
operated 
on a commercial basis. 
Visitation 
of travelers to 
caves came into prominence 
during the year of the opening 
the St. Louis World’s Fair, 
in 1904, when Onondaga first 
opened to the public commer­ 
cially. Onondaga, located about 
70 miles west of St. Louis, off 
Interstate Highway 44, enjoys 
a vivid history. Visitors may 
follow in the footsteps of one 
of the nation’s most renowned 
explorers and colonizers, Dan­ 
iel Boone, who discovered the 
cave in 1798. As 
mentioned, 
each Missouri cave is famous 
for its individual attractions,

Marriages in the cave are 
no modern - day oddity. The 
custom dates back hundreds of

happiness. 
¿1 the same area of the state, 
Indian skeletons dating back 
over 
1600 years are to

man used Stark Caverns

Eldon as a protective 
cover against marauders and 
rigors of weather, and by In­ 
dians of a later era. 
Near Springfield,

Smith had been released from 
a 1-A classification by his draft 
board because of being a con­ 
scientious objector on religious 
grounds. 
“ You are fortunate to live in* 
a country where you are able 
to believe in the God you wish, 
to worship anyway you please, 
where we recognize the Jehovah 
Witnesses as truly conscien­ 
tious objectors. 
“ You have that right . . . We 
live 'in a great country . . .But 
no one - Jevoah Witnesses nor 
anyone - can criticize working 
in a hospital. No one can say it 
is not God’s work, because you 
are 
helping 
humanity,” 
the 
judge told Smith. 
“ Some may wonder why lam 
giving you five years. If 
you 
served at the 
hospital, 
you 
would have two years to serve. 
In the Army you would

The purpose of the machine 
Is speed and by eliminating 
mechanical steps an AP story 
can appear in the 
newspaper 
within 15 
minutes after it is 
received.

NEW YORK (AP) — What is 
a wife worth? 
“She is priceless,” many a 
happily m arried man might re­ 
spond. 
A survey released Tuesday, 
attempts to be a bit more exact. 
If your wife is an average 
American 
housewife 
she is 
worth $8,300 a year, based on a 
wage survey of 12 occupational 
roles she fulfills. 
An awesome thing for her to 
keep in mind when she asks for 
a new fur coat. 
However, if her husband is an 
ambassador she is worth more 
—not because she works longer 
hours or fulfills more roles, but 
because the extra job she does 
assume pays more. 
These conclusions are drawn 
in an article appearing in 
first edition of Envoy, a 
monthly magazine published in 
New York for the diplomatic 
and consular community. 
Envoy enlisted the aid of Met­ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
economists, the Chase Manhat­ 
tan Bank, and the Restaurant & 
Hotel men's Agency to compile a 
table of hours worked in differ­ 
ent 
tasks 
and wages which 
would be paid for these tasks. 
The average American house­ 
wife served 44.5 hours a week 
as a nursemaid, 13.1 hours a 
week as a cook, 17.5 hours as a 
housekeeper and longer periods 
as a dietitian, food buyer, dish­ 
washer, 
laundress, 
seam­ 
stress, practical nurse, main 
tenance 
man, 
gardener 


chaufer, the study said. 
Her highest salaried roles are 
dietitian, seam stress and cook 
at $2.50 an hour each. But she 
works only 15.6 hours a week at 
these tasks. Her major role is 
nursemaid, 44.5 hours out of a 
99.6-hour work week, pays only 
$1.25 an hour. 


The survey concluded that a 
housewive does not serve as a 
eompensable hostess. 
Turning to the am bassador's 
wife, the survey deleted the 
roles of dishwasher, laundress, 
seam stress, maintenance man, 
gardener and chauffeur—on the 
theory the am bassador's wife 
would have domestic help. It 
was assumed she would do a 
substantial amount of entertain­ 
ing—rated at 12 hours a week at 
$3.57 an hour fora hostess. 
The survey concluded that the 
am bassador's wife worked only 
92.2 hours a week, but earned 
$8,700 a year, thanks largely to 
her hostess role. 
The least-valued woman in 
the survey was the diplomatic 
attacne's wife. Assigned a host­ 
ess salary of only $2.15 an hour 
and deprived of the payrolls of 
dishwasher, 
laundress 
and 
seam stress, 
she would earn 
only $8,000 a year for 94.5 
hours a week. 
The survey noted that educa. 
tion, fommon sense, and discre­ 
tion were among the less finan­ 
cially measureable, but vital at­ 
tributes of any wife.

WASHLNGTON - No one 
is 
likely 
to admit it officially, 
but American special forces 
are now venturing intoLaosand 
even North Vietnam itself to spy 
upon the Communist infiltra­ 
tion routes. 
The Americans 
are Guer­ 
rilla 
specialists 
who speak 
the 
Vietnamese language and 
are 
at home in the jungle. 
Their 
chief function is 
to 
radio information about enemy 
movements to command posts, 
which in turn direct our planes 
where to strike. 
Sometimes jets, already 
in 
the air over Vietnam, will hit 
a target within minutes after 
special 
forces 
have spotted 
it. 
The chief object of this sec­ 
ret surveillance is the famous 
Ho Chi Minh trail, which is 
actually a 
network of jungles 
trails 
running 
from 
North 
Vietnam, through Laos, into 
South Vietnam. Some trails are 
footpaths; 
others are 
wide 
enough to handle trucks 
and 
tanks. 
The American 
infiltrators 
have reported eveything from 
elephants to bicycles 
hauling 
weapons 
through 
the jungle. 
Thousands 
of coolies, carry­ 
ing packs on their backs 
or 
balancing bundles on the ends 
of bamboo poles, move like ants 
down the trails. 
Heavier 
equipment is dis­ 
mantled and hauled in parts on 
bicycles, which have been con­ 
verted into one - man 
cargo 
carriers. Rockets and 
heavy 
artillery are lashed 
to the 
backs of animals 
or loaded 
upon trucks. The Viet 
Cong 
have learned to space their 
trucks a mile apart, so 
the 
planes can never catch a con­ 
voy lined up like ducks. 
UNRELIABLE SPIES 
At first, the Central Intelli­ 
gence 
Agency hired Laotians 
and Vietnamese to spy 
upon 
the Ho Chi Minh trail. All too 
often, they took 
the CIA's 
money, then disappeared, pre­ 
sumably to spend it. What radio 
reports were received from in­ 
side Laos and North Vietnam 
weren't always accurate. 
As 
a 
result, the army and 
CIA started putting 
Ameri­ 
cans 
in charge of the recon­ 


naissance 
team s. Sometimes 
they are hopped into North Viet­ 
nam by helicopter; sometimes 
they parachute into enemy ter­ 
ritory. 
They have been called 
the 
“ Gray Ghosts,” because some 
have worn gray uniforms, 
or 
the “ Black Paratroopers 
be­ 
cause of their black parachutes. 
They are most 
active 
at 
night when the infiltration traf­ 
fic is also heaviest. Vice P res­ 
ident 
Hubert Humphrey 
has 
argued 
inside 
the 
policy 
councils that the United States 
should 
send Guerrilla teams 
into North Vietnam on 
com­ 
mando raids, thus giving them 
a taste of their own Viet Cong 
medicine. Up to now, however, 
the special forces teams 
are 
sent into enemy territory to 
spy; they engage 
in virtually 
no sabotage operations. 
The Communists are fully 
aware of their presence, 
of 
course, 
so there is no mili­ 
tary reason for all the secrecy. 
ALIENATING 
NEGRO VOTE 
At a time when Adam Clayton 
Powell and the Rev. Martin 
Luther King are calling 
upon 
Negroes to leave the Demo­ 
cratic 
party, Rep. Mike Kir- 
wan, the grizzled and grumpy 
chairman of the committee for 
re-election of Democratic con­ 
gressm an, gave them added rea­ 
son to defect by excluding them 
from recognition 
at 
the 
sumptuous fund - raising dinner 
last week. 
Negroes 
were permitted to 
buy tickets to the dinner 
and 
listen to President 
Johnson 
orate. But that 
was about all. 
The long 
list 
of planners 
printed on the dinner program 
didn't contain a single Negro 
name. 
_ Rep. William Dawson, D-Ql.,

venerable Negro leader, 
happens to be vice chairman of 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee and 
Secretary of the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
Campaign Committee.

about the dinner. 
Dawson

got the same brush - off.

DISTRICT OR DISTRICT VOT­ 
ING 
Need 
for Reform 
of 
the 
archaic 
system by which the 
United States names its P resi­ 
dent is generally 
admitted. 
Some 
advocates of 
Reform 
favor a constitutional amend­ 
ment abolishing the Electoral 
College and providing for the 
election of the President and 
Vice President by a majority 
of the total popular vote. Other 
students of the 
problem 
see 
much greater merit in CON- 
DIRP, the Congressional Dis­ 
trict Reform Plan. 
Direct voting would do little 
to reduce the power of 
the 
political machines in mid-city 
sections of large metropolitan 
areas. It would 
promote 
the 
growth of small splinter polit­ 
ical parties, 
causing frequent 
run-off 
elections. 
And with 
direct 
elections, the 
states 
would no longer be “ Electoral 
entities” in choosing the P res­ 
ident. This would be a serious 
blow to our Republic, striking 
down one of the 
basic tenets 
of the 
Founders of Freedom 
, in our Republic. 
CONDERP offers none of these 
disadvantages. This is the plan 
under which every voter would 
vote for an elector 
from his 
Congressional District and two 
electors from the state at large. 
No longer would a candidate for 
President get all the electoral 
votes of a state 
simply 
by 
virtue of having some votes - 
and it could conceivably be just 
one vote - more than his near­ 
est 
rival. 
The voting power 
of every American 
would be 
equal to that of every other vo­ 
ter. 
Congress at this session can 
approve for submission to the 
states, a constitutional amend­ 
ment that would 
put this fair 
and 
equitable 
method 
of 
electing our President and Vice 
President into effect as soon as 
enough states ratified it. HLH.

neatly tai­ 
lored, tense thin man of 65 
called Harry Bridges and rec­ 
ognize him for the revolutionist 
he was 
on the Pacific water­ 
fronts. The generations 
are 
passing 
him by. But he's still 
American 
labor's 
toughest 
champion 
of the Communist 
world. 
For 
30 
years now he has 
been reelected president of the 
Pacific dockwallopers, the In­ 
ternational 
Longshoremen's 
and 
Warehouseman's 
Union. 
And he's still doing business at 
the old political 
stand — but 
with 
startlingly 
respectable 
customers. 
He has 
strong 
friends in 
Congress these days 
though 
he is pressuring the State Dept, 
to permit him to fly to Peking, 
China, dispatch union delega­ 
tions to the Chinese mainland 
and send union groups to North 
Korea and to Hanoi. 
He wants 
recognition 
of 
Communist China, now. 
He 
wants trade with Mao's land, 
now. He wants Peking and not 
Taipei in the United Nations and 
its Security Council, now. 
'A rry, as his needlers love 
to call him, does not trumpet 
across the nation nor whip up 
waterfronts, as he used to in 
bloodier days. So he might have 
escaped a 
traveler's 
notice 
if, in the course of political 
discussions, Bridges' ties to a 
bloc 
of congressmen had not 
come up. 
Especially his friendship and 
political Intimacy with 
t h e 
brand new Republican senator 
from Oregon, Mark Hatfield. In 
the East 
the political aviary 
is 
so filled with doves and 
hawks that only an occasional 
screech of 
fluttering feather 
is noted. Certainly it did 
not 
come to the public attention 
that Sen. Mark 
Hatfield 
had 
spoken as he did at the 17th 
biennial convention of Bridges' 
union which 
has been backing 
the Oregonian for years. 
At this convention of 316 dele­ 
gates representing 
68 locals 
in all our strategic 
Pacific 
states, 
Mark 
Hatfield 
was 
cheered 
again and again. At 
the end there was a long stand­ 
ing ovation. 
To the Eastern observer, this 
is remarkable news, for in the 
allegedly sophisticated saloons 
of New York and Washington the 
gentleman from Oregon is men­ 


tioned as a possible Republican 
national candidate. 
This 
union which Mark Hat­ 
field addressed recently 
was 
ousted from the 
labor move­ 
ment in 1950 after the presen­ 
tation of a brief to a board of 
its peers by the now Ambassa­ 
dor Arthur 
Goldberg. It was 
voted out on charges that it fol­ 
lowed the Soviet line. 
The roster of its leaders dis­ 
closes 
it has changed mighty 
little. To this gathering came 
Sen. Hatfield. His appearance 
marks 
a changing time. Few 
politicos 
would have chanced 
it a generation ago. 
Hatfield hurled verbal mor­ 
tars on Lyndon Johnson, and the 
American position in Southeast 
Asia. He hit 
hard. He 
was 
cheered lustily. So ardent were 
the delegates, they voted to re­ 
print 
his speech and publish 
it in The Dispatcher, the union 
newspaper, so that the tens of 
thousands 
of members could 
read it. This was done in the 
April 14th edition 
about 
a 
week 
after 
the 
convention 
closed. 


The senator spoke the dele­ 
gates' language. He reminded 
them that his father-in«law is 
a retired member of Portland 
Local 8. The senator 
was 
cheered when he said that his 
father - in - law had marched 
in the bloody period - presum­ 
ably the '30s when they really 
bloodied 
the San Francisco 
Embarcadero. Hatfield 
also 
spoke of his father's member­ 
ship in the Railway 
Brother­ 
hood. 


The senator's feeling of kin­ 
ship for the longshoremen's un­ 
ion is his privilege. Certainly 
there is no remote denial of his 
right to appear on any platform 
he chooses. But the news is that 
he did choose a convention at 
which this country and its lead­ 
ers, 
and the labor movement 
and its leaders except for Jim ­ 
my Hoffa, were bitterly 
at­ 
tacked again and again. 
This does mark the changing 
scene. Perhaps only in Ver­ 
mont's Sen. Aiken could 
Sen. 
Hatfield find a kindred 
soul 
who would, and has ventured to 
a union 
convention of this 
philosophical type. This speech 
and the presence of a Republi­ 
can senator at this recent con­ 
vention proves that there are 
no ideological political parties 
In the U. S. 
It also proves that not all 
doves, wherever they are, are

value.”

The reader of a small newspaper turns through 
his newspaper several times. And even during 
the first reading, the reader’s eye unconsciously 
moves from news matter to advertising on a 
particular page numerous times. 
Multiple exposure does not take place in other 
forms of local advertising. 
After the first 
glance, mail advertising is put aside. Circulars 
may be scanned and discarded; there is nothing 
to cause the reader to return to such matter. 
And, of course, repeat exposure is impossible 
in broadcast advertising. 
The hometown newspaper has high repeat 
exposure value. 
It is read thoroughly. 
It 
is kept in the home longer than comparative 
publications. 
All reading matter is pointed 
toward the local reader. 
The newspaper page 
is large and varied in content; thus, it holds 
more readers longer than small and specialized 
pages. 
“ Repeat exposure value,” in practical terms, 
is a special bonus which is gained by advertisers 
who use community newspapers.

The answer was the tree farm. 
Its purpose 
is to assure a perpetual supply of timber. 
That purpose has been realized. 
The growth 
of new trees, planted and nurtured and pro­

The 
tree farmer must constantly fight the natural 
enemies of forests - fire, disease, and in­ 
sects. 
He must build roads and employ labor. 
He must pay taxes. Yet, depending on varieties

century in some cases. 
Fortunately, government has recognized this 
unique situation as a general rule.

NEW YORK (AP) — What is 
a wife worth? 
"She is priceless,” many a 
happily married man might re­ 
spond. 
A survey released Tuesday, 
attempts to be a bit more exact. 
If your wife Is an average 
American 
housewife she is 
worth $8,300 a year, based on a 
wage survey of 12 occupational 
roles she fulfills. 
An awesome thing for her to 
keep in mind when she asks for 
a new fur coat. 
However, lf her husband Is an 
ambassador she Is worth more 
—not because she works longer 
hours or fulfills more roles, but 
because the extra job she does 
assume pays more. 
TYiese conclusions are drawn 
in an article appearing in the 
first edition of Envoy, a new 
monthly magazine published in 
New York for the diplomatic 
and consular community. 
Envoy enlisted the aid of Met­ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
economists, the Chase Manhat­ 
tan Bank, and the Restaurant A 
Hotel men's Agency to compile a 
table of hours worked in differ­ 
ent 
tasks and wages which 
would be paid for these tasks. 
The average American house­ 
wife served 44,5 hours a week 
as a nursemaid, 13.1 hours a 
week as a cook, 17.3 hours as a 
housekeeper and longer periods 
as a dietitian, food buyer, dish­ 
washer, 
laundress, 
seam­ 
stress, practical nurse, main­ 
tenance 
man, gardener and 


chaufer, the study said. 
Her highest salaried roles are 
dietitian, seamstress and cook 
at $2.50 an hour each. But she 
works only 15.6 hours a week at 
these tasks. Her major role is 
nursemaid, 44.5 hours out of a 
99.6-hour work week, pays only 
$1.25 an hour. 


The survey concluded that a 
housewive does not serve as a 
•ompensable hostess. 
IXirning to the ambassador's 
wife, the survey deleted the 
roles of dishwasher, laundress, 
seamstress, maintenance man, 
gardener and chauffeur—on the 
theory the ambassador's wife 
would have domestic help. It 
was assumed she would do a 
substantial amount of entertain­ 
ing—rated at 12 hoursaweekat 
$3.37 an hour fora hostess. 
Tile survey concluded that the 
ambassador's wife worked only 
92 2 hours a week, but earned 
$8,700 a year, thanks largely to 
her hostess role. 
The least-valued woman In 
tile survey was the diplomatic 
atUcne's wife. Assigned a host­ 
ess salary of only $2.15 an hour 
and deprived of the payrolls of 
dishwasher, 
laundress 
and 
seamstress, 
she would earn 
only $8,000 a year for 94.5 
hours a week. 
The survey noted that educa­ 
tion, cornmeal sense, and discre­ 
tion were among the less finan­ 
cially rneusureable, but vital at­ 
tributes of any wife.

WASHINGTON - No one 
Is 
likely 
to admit it officially, 
but American special forces 
are now venturing intoLaosand 
even North Vietnam Itself to spy 
upon the Communist infiltra­ 
tion routes. 
The Americans 
are Guer­ 
rilla 
specialists 
who speak 
the 
Vietnamese language and 
are 
at home In the jungle. 
Their 
chief function Is 
to 
radio Information about enemy 
movements to command posts, 
which in turn direct our planes 
where to strike. 
Sometimes jets, already in 
the air over Vietnam, will hit 
a target within minutes after 
special 
forces have spotted 
it. 
The chief object of this sec­ 
ret surveillance Is the famous 
Ho Chi Minh trail, which is 
actually a 
network of jungles 
trails 
running from 
North 
Vietnam, through Laos, Into 
South Vietnam. Some trails are 
footpaths; 
others are 
wide 
enough to handle trucks 
and 
tanks. 
The American 
infiltrators 
have reported eveything from 
elephants to bicycles hauling 
weapons through the jungle. 
Thousands 
of coolies, carry­ 
ing packs on their bucks 
or 
balancing bundles on the ends 
of bamboo poles, move like ants 
down the trails. 
Heavier 
equipment Is dis­ 
mantled and hauled in parts on 
bicycles, which have been con­ 
verted Into one • man cargo 
carriers. Rockets and heavy 
artillery are lashed 
to the 
backs of animals 
or loaded 
upon trucks. The Viet 
Cong 
have learned to space their 
trucks s mile apart, so the 
planes can never catch a con­ 
voy lined up like ducks. 
UNRELIABLE SPIES 
At first, the Central intelli­ 
gence 
Agency hired Laotians 
and Vietnamese to spy upon 
the Ho Chi Minh trail, All too 
often, they took 
the CIA's 
money, then disappeared, pre­ 
sumably to spend it. What radio 
reports were received from in­ 
side Laos and North Vietnam 
weren't always accurate. 
As a 
result, the army and 
CIA started putting 
Ameri­ 
cans 
In charge of Hie recon-

nalssance 
teams. Sometimes 
they are hopped into North Viet­ 
nam by helicopter; sometimes 
they parachute into enemy ter­ 
ritory. 
They have been called the 
"Gray Ghosts,” because some 
have worn gray uniforms, or 
the "Black Paratroopers” be­ 
cause of their black parachutes. 
They are most active

party, Rep. Mike Kir- 
wan, the grizzled and grumpy 
chairman of the committee for 
re-election of Democratic con­ 
gressman, gave them added rea­ 
son to defect by excluding them 
from recognition 
at 
the 
sumptuous fund • raising dinner 
last week. 
Negroes 
were permitted to 
buy tickets to the dinner and 
listen to President 
Johnson 
orate. But that was about all. 
The long 
list 
of planners 
printed on the dinner program 
didn't contain a single Negro 
name. 
„ Rep, William Dawson, IMH., 
the 
venerable Negro leader, 
happens to be vice chairman of 
the Democratic National Com­ 
mittee and Secretary of the 
Democratic 
Congressional 
Campaign Committee. Yet 
he 
wasn't 
so much as consulted 
about the (limier. 
Dawson 
paid his $250 and 
took his seat with the Illinois 
delegation. But he was com­ 
pletely Ignored at the dinner. 
Other Negroes 
In congress 
got the same brush • off. 


It was a different 
story in 
1948 when the party was flat 
broke and needed money for 
Harry Truman's 
Presidential 
campaign. Dawson raised hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
among 
Negroes to keep 
Truman in the White House. 
Again, in the 1960 
Presi­ 
dential election, Dawson 
de­ 
livered 
enough Negro votes 
in Chicago to nose out Rich­ 
ard Nixon in Illinois 
and 
clinch 
the victory 
for John 
Kennedy. 


The reason Kir wan squeezed 
Dawson out of the 
dinner ar­ 
rangements, according to in­ 
siders, is that Kirwan doesn't 
like to dilute his power in the 
party. The proceeds from these 
fluid • raising affairs 
are 
poured each year into 
his 
Democratic campaign commit­ 
tee to reelect Democratic con­ 
gressmen. lf Kirwan likes them, 
he gives them generous cam­ 
paign funds. If he doesn't Uke 
them, or if they vote against 
the $3 million "Kirwan Ditch”

Portland, Ore.: - Not many 
bearded 
hippies, from t h e 
houseboats of Sausalito to the 
sands of the Mexican border, 
could look

neatly tai­ 
lored, tense thin man of 65 
called Harry Bridges and rec­ 
ognize him for the revolutionist 
he was 
on the Pacific water­ 
fronts. The generations 
are 
passing 
him by. But he’s stUl 
American 
labor's 
toughest 
champion 
of the Communist 
world. 
For 
30 
years now he has 
been reelected president of the 
Pacific dockwallopers, the In­ 
ternational 
Longshoremen's 
and 
Warehouseman's 
Union. 
And he's stUl doing business at 
the old political 
stand - but 
with 
startlingly 
respectable 
customers. 
Ho has 
strong 
friends in 
Congress these days 
though 
he is pressuring the State Dept. 
to permit him to fly to Peking, 
China, dispatch union delega­ 
tions to the Chinese mainland 
and send union groups to North 
Korea and to Hanoi. 
He wants 
recognition 
of 
Communist China, now. 
He 
wants trade with Mao's land, 
now. He wants Peking and not 
Taipei in the United Nations and 
its Security CuuncU, now. 
'Arry, as his needlers love 
to call him, does not trumpet 
across the nation nor whip up 
waterfronts, as he used to in 
Moodier days.

In all our strategic 
Pacific 
states, 
Mark 
Hatfield 
was 
cheered 
again and again, At 
Hie end there was a long stand­ 
ing ovation. 
To the Eastern observer, this 
is remarkable news, for in the 
allegedly sophisticated saloons 
of New York and Washuigton the 
gentleman from Oregon Is men­ 


tioned as a possible Republican 
national candidate. 
This union which Mark Hat­ 
field addressed recently was 
ousted from the labor move­ 
ment in 1950 after the presen­ 
tation of a brief to a board of 
its peers by the now Ambassa­ 
dor Arthur 
Goldberg. It was 
voted out on charges that It fol­ 
lowed the Soviet line. 
The roster of its leaders dis­ 
closes 
it has changed mighty 
little. To this gathering came 
Sen. Hatfield. His appearance 
marks a changing time. Few 
politicos 
would have chanced 
It a generation ago. 
Hatfield hurled verbal mor­ 
tars on Lyndon Johnson, and the 
American position In Southeast 
Asia. He hit 
hard. He was 
cheered lustily. So ardent were 
the delegates, they voted to re­ 
print 
his speech and publish 
it In The Dispatcher, the union 
newspaper, so that the tens of 
thousands 
of members could 
read it. This was done in the 
April 14th edition 
about

after 
the 
convention 
closed. 


The senator spoke the dele­ 
gates' language. He reminded 
them that his father*in4aw Is 
a retired member of Portland 
Local 8. The senator 
was 
cheered when he said that his 
father • In • law had marched 
In the bloody period •• presum­ 
ably the *30s when they really 
bloodied 
the San Francisco 
Einbarcadero. Hatfield 
also 
spoke of his father's member­ 
ship in the Railway 
Brother­ 
hood. 


The senator's feeling of kin­ 
ship for the longshoremen's un­ 
ion Is his privilege. Certainly 
there is no remote denial of his 
right to appear on any platform 
he chooses. But the news Is that 
he did choose a convention at 
which this country and its lead­ 
ers, and the labor movement 
and its leaders except for Jim­ 
my Hof fa, were bitterly

tacked again and again. 
This does mark the changing 
scene. Perhaps only In Ver­ 
mont's Sen. Aiken could Sen.

More Than 2,000 
Caves in Missouri 


JEFFERSON CITY - Millions 
of years before man made his 
appearance 
on earth in fact, 
before the time the gigantic 
pre • historic dinosaurs roamed 
the world, 
nature 
in 
her 
methodical, ceaseless manner 
was 
carving 
underground 
caverns in Missouri. They were 
destined to become numbered 
among the world's 
most beau­ 
tiful wonders. 
To many people, Missouri is 
known as the Cave State of the 
natiyn, Tbere is evidence 
of 
trutty tn the statement as more 
than 2,000 
caves are 
now 
mapped 
and more are 
being 
recorded 
each year. Authori­ 
ties in cave lore say that new 
caverns will be found in 
the 
state into the 21st century, and 
the entire number may never 
be discovered. 
Visiting 
caves 
has become 
one of the traveling 
public's

is a cave explorer. He or she

of which exist in Mis­ 
souri to beckon the daring. How­ 
ever, the exploits of the spe­ 
lunker have contributed much 
to the fact that Missouri now 
lias the largest number of com­ 
mercial caves in the nation.

is a strange breed

seeks,

His greatest thrill comes from 
the fact that often he may find a

Caves attract fam ilies, school

couples and regardless of age, 
a cave visit offers a thrilling 
experience to even the most 
seasoned 
traveler. 
All commercial 
caves 
in 
Missouri are Inspected

each year by the Bureau 
of 
Mine 
Inspectors,

CAPE GIRARDEAU —A young 
man who failed to comply with 
an order of his draft board to 
serve 24 months hospital duty 
in lieu of active military ser­ 
vice was sentenced to five years 
in a federal penitentiary Mon­ 
day by Judge Roy W. Harper in 
Federal District Court here. 
Robert Lynn Smith, 20, Mem­ 
phis, Tenn., was convicted of 
the charges by a Jury of nine 
men and three women. 
Judge 
Harper, 
In handing 
down the sentence advised the 
defendant and his 
friends in 
the courtroom, all of the Je­ 
hovah Witnesses religious sect. 
Smith had been released from 
a I-A classification by his draft 
board because of being a con­ 
scientious objector on religious 
grounds. 
“ You are fortunate to live In' 
a country where you are able 
to believe In the God you wish, 
to worship anyway you please, 
where we recognize the Jehovah 
Witnesses as truly conscien­ 
tious objectors. 
“ You have that right . . . We 
live 'in a great country . . .But 
no one - Jevoah Witnesses nor 
anyone - can criticize working 
In a hospital. No one can say it 
is not God's work, because you 
are helping humanity,*' 
the 
judge told Smith. 
“Some may wonder why lam 
giving you five years. If 
you 
served at the 
hospital, 
you 
would have two years to serve. 
In the Army you would have 
two years of duty. I don't know 
any reason you should serve 
less time. You will be eligible 
for parole 
in 20 months, so it 
Is possible you will be out in 
two years," Judge Harper con­ 
tinued. 
“ It Is no pleasure to me to 
pass sentence. 
We live In a 


country where lf we are to keep 
it free and great, you can't Just 
decide whether you want to de­ 
fend it or not; It Is everybody's 
duty," the Judge added. 
He pointed out to the 
youth 
that he had earlier tried to talk 
to him and make him see the 
seriousness of his attitude, but 
to no avail. 
“ I hope It will make some Im­ 
pression on your friends here,” 
the Judge said. 
He also emphasized to Smith 
the stigma he was putting on 
his wife and child. 
Smith was represented by his 
court - appointed 
attorney, 
James A. Cochrane Jr., of Cape 
Girardeau. 
Irvin 
Ruzlcak handled the 
government's case. 
Only two witnesses were put 
‘ on the stand, one by the plain­ 
tiff's attorney and the defend­ 
ant. 
Mrs. Velma Williams, for the 
government, said she was clerk 
of the Selective Service Board 
118 at Bloomfield with which 
Smith was registered. 
She told of Smith first being 
classified I-A and of his then 
being reclassified to 1-0 when 
he notified the board he was a 
conscientious objector. 
Mrs. Williams said the 
de­ 
fendant was given three choices 
of employment in lieu of active 
duty-one at the University of 
Missouri Medical 
Center at 
Columbia, at another institu­ 
tion or agricultural 
work. He 
refused them all, she said. 
It was brought out the Selec­ 
tive Service Appeal Board and 
a state representative then met 
with Smith to try to reach an 
agreement with him as to type 
af employment he would prefer. 
He failed to obey the order,

ministration Hospital at Oteen, 
North Carolina.

A bill clearing the way for con­ 
struction of state parks around 
federal reservoirs was advanced- 
by toe Missouri Senate today. 
Under a 
new 
federal 
law, 
states must record their intent 
to develop recreational facilities 
before a new reservoir can lie 
built to include enough water 
for recreational purposes. 
The federal government then 
advances to the state enough 
money to build a park, a mar­ 
ina or additional access facili­ 
ties. The money 
is paid back 
from user fees over a 50-year 
period. 
But hofore a specific project 
could be built, the legislature 
would have to be assured it was 
economically feasible and would 
have to approve each individual 
project. 
77»e btu was sponsored by 
Sen. John J. Johnson, D-Sapp- 
iugton, who was especially in­ 
terested in Hie three Meramee 
Basin reservoirs 
which 
have 
been approved — Irondale, Pine 
Ford and 1.38. 
Also affected would Ive tot* 
Smithville 
Reservoir 
in 
the 
Platte River 
Basin 
north 
of 
Kansas City, the Long Branch 
in the Chariton Basin and five 
reservoirs in toe North Grand 
River 
Basin 
— 
Pattonsburg, 
Trenton, 
Baymer, 
Brookfield 
and Mercer. 
Another water bill tied in with 
federal law also was advanced. 
It would allow toe state to 
grant funds to local government 
units, including sewer districts, 
to help pay for water pollution 
control projects. 
Under toe law, the federal 
government would, provide 
50 
per cent of the cost of such 
projects, the state 25 per cent 
and the local unit 25 per cent. 
Sen. Robert A. Young, D-8t, 
Ann, said Missouri 
now 
has 
about $10 million 
in 
federal 
funds available for such use.
